WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  coali¬ 
tion  of  minority  rights  groups  ac¬ 
cused  doctors  and  hospitals  Wed¬ 
nesday  of  contributing  •  to  what  it 
says  is  an  epidemic  of  death  and  dis¬ 
ease  among  newborn  babies  in  the 
United  States  caused  by  misuse  of 
infant  formula. 

Public  Advocates  Inc.,  a  San 
Francisco  law  firm  representing  the 
rights  coalition,  charged  that  at 
least  5,000  infant  deaths  efjch  ypar 
in  the  United  States  are  caused  by 
misuse  of  infant  formula  and  bottle 
feeding  among  poor  families.

The  coalition  told  a  House  Com¬ 
merce  subcommittee  that  the 
medical  profession  condones 
aggressive  promotional  practices  by 
formula  makers,  particularly  among 
poor  blacks  and  Hispanics. 

“Many  hospitals,  particularly 
those  serving  large  low-income  pop¬ 
ulations,  do  not  provide  an  at¬ 
mosphere  conducive  to  breast 
feeding,”  said  Lois  Salisbury  of 
Public  Advocates. 

The  coalition  petitioned  the 
Reagan  administration  to  adopt 
tough  new  rules  to  control  the  infant 
formula  industry. 

The  Infant  Formula  Council  of 
Atlanta,  representing  the  formula 
makers,  said  the  rights  groups  were 
using  outdated  and  misleading 
figures. 

The  Commerce  subcommittee  on 
oversight  and  investigations  took  up

The  withdrawal  followed  a  letter 
to  the  developers,  Wilderness 
Associates,  from  Leland  Qamette, 
administrative  assistant  to  the 
Provo  City  Commission.  The  letter, 
dated  June  5,  suggested  Wilderness 
Associates  withdraw  the  application 
because  of  a  “lack  of  detail,”  said 
Greg  Beckstrom,  zoning  ad¬ 
ministrator  of  the  Provo  Planning 
Commission. 

“We  felt  that  there  was  a  need  for 
more  coordination  and  information 
before  the  application  was  con¬ 
sidered,”  said  Gamette. 

In  the  letter,  it  was  suggested  the 
developers  conduct  a  “general 
cleanup”  of  the  details,  he  said. 

“The  minimum  required  amount 
of  information  was  there,” 
Beckstrom  said,  adding  “no  area  of 
the  application  was  significantly 
lacking.”  But,  he  said  because  of 
the  magnitude  of  the  proposal,  it 
was  felt  that  more  information 
should  be  included. 

“That  is  a  massive  project,”  said 
Gamette,  adding  that  it  took  two 
months  to  get  approval  for  the  base 
site. 

Gamette  said  he  sees  no  major 
stumbling  blocks  to  get  the  moun¬ 
tain  portion  of  the  plan  approved. 

“The  question  is  not  if  there  will 
be  a  resort  there,  but  rather  how  it 
will  be  built.  I  think  that  needs  to  be 
pointed  out,”  he  said.

Shurtz  said  Provo  needs  a  mayor 
who  can  be  near  the  people  to  pon¬ 
der  and  debate  the  issues  which 
arise,  and  one  who  could  travel  to 
bring  industry  and  promotion  to  the 
Provo  area.  The  chief  ad¬ 
ministrative  officer  would  give  the 
mayor  freedom  to  pursue  these  op¬ 
portunities. 

According  to  Zumbrennen,  the 
chief  administrative  officer  would 
be  a  trained  expert  in  city  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  would  not  have  a 
vote  in  council  matters. 

Of  the  seven  part-time  council 
members,  four  would  be  elected 
from  set  districts  in  the  city,  and  the 
remaining  three  would  be  elected 
at-large.  The  chief  administrative 
officer  would  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor.

After  Mejia  left  for  the  states 
alone,  Russell  said  his  wife  applied 
for  a  visa  so  she  and  her  husband 
could  be  remarried  in  a  Mormon 
temple  here  in  the  states. 

“Mrs.  Mejia  assured  me  that  she 


Mejia  said  the  duration-of-status 
request  for  his  wife  was  approved  by 
the  Emmigration  Bureau  in  Salt 
Lake  City  for  as  long  as  he  remained 
a  student. 

Russell  said  he  believed  Mrs.  Me¬ 
jia  obtained  the  visa  under  false 
pretenses.  “I  believe  she  mis¬ 
represented  her  intent  in  coming  to 
the  states,”  he  said. 

Because  Mrs.  Mejia  remained  in 
Utah,  Russell  said  he  questions  Me¬ 
jia’s  intentions  and  believes  it  is  un¬ 
likely  Mejia  would  return  if  his 
daughter  received  a  visa.

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Abnormal  fetal  twin  aborted 


BOSTON  (AP)  —  A  pregnant  woman  who  was 
told  she  was  carrying  one  normal  twin  and  one 
that  was  destined  to  be  retarded  had  doctors  kill 
the  defective  fetus  in  her  womb-  and  later  gave 
birth  to  a- healthy  baby  boy,  a  medical  journal 
reports. 

The  case  developed  after  a  test  revealed  the  40- 
year-old  woman  would  give  birth  to  twin  boys  — 
one  normal  and  one  afflicted  with  Down’s  syn¬ 
drome.  The  woman  said  she  would  abort  both 
fetuses  rather  than  rear  a  retarded  child,  so  doc¬ 
tors  used  a  needle  to  kill  the  abnormal  fetus  by 
punc.turing  its  heart. 

The  case  was  handled  by  Drs.  Thomas  D. 
Kerenyi  and  Usha  Chitkara  at  Mt.  Sinai  School 
of  Medicine  in  New  York.  They  reported  on  it  in 
Thursday’s  issue  of  the  New  England  Journal  of 
Medicine. 

Several  instances  have  been  reported  of 
mothers  learning  through  a  common  genetic  test 
called  amniocentesis  that  one  of  their  twins 
would  be  defective.  In  most  cases,  the  mother 


GROTON,  Conn.  (AP)  —  The  nation’s  first 
Trident  submarine  made  its  debut  on  the  open 
sea  Wednesday  under  the  watchful  eye  of  Navy 
personnel,  anti-military  protesters  and  even  a 
Soviet  Union  spy  ship. 

The  nuclear-powered  USS  Ohio,  the  United 
States’  largest  submarine,  slowly  made  its  way 
from  the  Electric  Boat  shipyard  on  the  Thames 
River  tq  Long  Island  Sound  shortly  before  dawn 
for  three  days  of  sea  trials.  ' 

The  trials  for  the  $1.2-billion.  submarine  — 
which  has  been  described  as  a  floating  missile 
platform  carrying  24  missiles,  each  of  which  can 
carry  five  nuclear  warheads  — are  one  of  the  last 
steps  in  its  voyage  from  the  drawing  board  to  the 
fleet.  After  the  trials  and  any  necessary  work,  it 
will  be  commissioned  into  the  Navy. 

Accompanied  by  tugs  on  either  side,  the  Ohio 
reached  the  sound  at  about  5:30  a.m.  and  disap¬ 
peared  from  view  into  a  heavy  fog. 

Its  passage  along  the  Thames,  which  had  to  be 
dredged  to  accommodate  the  560-foot-long 
vessel,  was  marked  by  a  swarm  of  helicopters  and 
a  flotilla  of  small  boats.  On  shore,  hundreds  of 


decided  either  to  carry  both  fetuses  to  term  or  to 
abort  both. 

However,  in  one  case  in  Sweden,  doctors  killed 
one  of  the  fetuses,  while  the  other  was  born 
prematurely  but  without  harm. 

'“Presented  with  the  diagnosis  of  carrying  one 
normal  and  one  affected  fetus,  the  parents  were 
confronted  with  the  difficult  task  of  making  one 
of  two  decisions:  to  induce  abortion  and  lose  both 
fetuses  or  to  continue  the  pregnancy,”  the  doc¬ 
tors  wrote. 

“The  mother  desperately  wanted  to  have  the 
normal  child  but  could  not  face  the  burden  of 
caring  for  an  abnormal  child  for  the  rest  of  her 
life.” 

After  hearing  about  the  Swedish  case,  she 
asked  for  the  same  treatment.  If  it  had  been 
refused,  the  doctors  said,  she  would  have  aborted 
both  fetuses.  The  woman  was  not  identified. 

The  doctors  told  the  parents  about  the  risks  in¬ 
volved:  the  chance  of  .  aborting  both  fetuses, 
prematurely  delivering  the  surviving  fetus,  mis- 


spectators  watched  the  Ohio’s  immense  black 
hull  glide  down  the  waterway. 

Coast  Guard  and  police  boats,  with  blue  lights 
flashing  through  the  haze,  kept  the  small  boats  a 
safe  distance  from  the  Ohio.  Among  them  was  a 
43-foot  sailboat  with  a  small  contingent  of 
protesters. 

On  the  bridge  of  the  Trident  was  Adm.  Hyman 
G.  Rickover,  father  of  the  nuclear  Navy,  along 
with  the  ship’s  skipper,  Capt.  Alton  K. 
Thompson.  Less  than  a  day  earlier,  Rickover  had 
castigated  General  Dynamics,  parent  company  of 
Electric  Boat,  as  the  Navy’s  most  troublesome 
defense  contractor. 

Launched  in  1979,  the  Ohio  is  two  years  late  in 
delivery  and  its  cost  overruns  have  been  the  focus 
of  considerable  controversy,  especially  in 
Congress. 

At  Eastern  Point  Beach,  Electric  Boat  em¬ 
ployees,  Navy  sailors  and  neighborhood  residents 
outnumbered  the  protesters,  and  applause  erup¬ 
ted  as  the  Ohio  passed  from  the  mouth  of  the 
river  into  the  sound.

“After  the  parents  decided  to  go  ahead  with 
the  procedure,  we  were  mainly  concerned  about 
performing  it  without  inadvertently  bringing 
harm  to  the  normal  fetus,”  the  doctors  wrote. 
“We  realized  that  this  was  more  important  than 
the  fate  of  the  affected  twin,  and  that  the  accep¬ 
tance  of  this  procedure  in  the  future  would  hinge 
on  the  outcome  for  the  normal  unaffected  twin.” 


Y  student  'bar' 
given  approval 


A  Student  Bar  Association  has  been  es¬ 
tablished  by  the  ASBYU  Executive  Council  to 
improve  conditions  in  the  ASBYU  Traffic  Court, 
said  Marc  Francis,  ASBYU  attorney  general. 

The  establishment  of  a  Student  Bar  Associa¬ 
tion  was  unanimously  approved  by  members  of 
the  ASBYU  Executive  Council  on  June  11, 
Francis  said. 

He  said  any  student  wishing  to  work  in  the 
judicial  system  must  now  become  a  member  of 
the  Student  Bar  Association  by  passing  a  written 
exam. 

“It  has  been  expressed  by  some  students  that 
it’s  who  you  know  in  the  system  that  determines 
whether  or  not  you  work  in  the  judiciary,”  he 
said.  “Those  who  now  serve  in  the  judiciary  will 
be  required  to  prove  their  talent  and  ability  by 
passing  the  student  bar  requirements,  and  it’s 
going  to  be  tough.” 

Students  are  required  to  spend  time  being  a 
prosecutor  or  defender  before  they,  can  apply  for  a 
judgeship,  Francis  said.  “To  become  a  judge,  a 
student  must  review  another  packet  of  materials 
and  then  pass  an  even  harder  exam.” 

The  Student  Bar  Association  also  insures  that 
any  member  of  the  judicial  system  acting  in  an 
undignified  or  irresponsible  manner  can  be  dis¬ 
barred  by  the  judicial  council,  Francis  added.

stable  Dick  Hill  will  be  conducted  sometime  this 
month,  according  to  Utah  County  Attorney  Guy 
Bumingham. 

Burningham  said  the  federal  suit  claims  Hill 
“used  excessive  use  of  force,  false  arrest  and  ex¬ 
tortion  of  money,”  against  an  Orem  couple,  Kyle 
and  Lynn  Smith,  at  the  Smith  home  in  1979. 

“The  suit  was  filed  March  1980  in  Salt  Lake 
City,”  said  Brent  Wilcox,  attorney  for  Hill  and 
Forsyth.  “We  hope  to  see  pre-trial  hearings  begin 
sometime  in  June  and  have  the  case  before  a  jury 
this  summer.” 

According  to  Burningham,  the  incident  oc¬ 
curred  April  19,  1979,  when  Hill  wqs  serving  a 
warrant  to  Smith  late  that  evening. 

According  to  Burningham,  Forsyth  said  in  a 
deposition:  “Dick  Hill  was  engaged  in  serving  a 
warrant  to  Smith  that  evening,  because  Smith 
refused  to  appear  before  a  judge  and  settle  a  civil 
case  himself.” 

“According  to  Smith's  deposition,”  Bur¬ 
ningham  said,  “Hill  did  not  identify  himself  as  a 
constable  at  the  front  door  of  the  home. 

“Smith  said  that  Hill  pushed  his  way  into  the 
home  and  pulled  a  gun  on  Smith  and  demanded 
the  warrant  money  from  him,”  Burningham  said. 

Burningham  said  Smith  requested  Hill  leave 
the  home  and  refused  to  pay  any  money  to  Hill  at 
that  time.  “Smith  claims  Hill  then  pulled  a  gun 
on  him  and  used  excessive  force.” 

Alton  Sigman,  assistant  Utah  County  con¬ 
stable,  said,  “It  is  common  practice  for  a  deputy 
to  go  to  an  individual’s  home  late  at  night  to 
serve  a  warrant  because  that’s  the  best  time  to 
find  the  person  home. 

“We  don’t  tell  a  person  that  a  deputy  constable 
is  going  to  come  to  his  home  to  serve  a  warrant,” 
Sigman  said,  “but  we  do  have  our  deputies  iden¬ 
tify  themselves  to  the  individual  and  try  to  work 
out  the  situation.” 


Plaintiff  to  dismiss 
case  against  Jones 


Lloyd  Jones  will  be  dropped,  according  to  the 
parties  involved. 

Conrad  K.  Todd,  who  suffered  a  broken  jaw 
when  Jones  allegedly  punched  him  during  an  in¬ 
formal  basketball  game  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
in  March,  said  he  decided  to  drop  the  charges  af¬ 
ter  Jones  agreed  to  pay  hospital  expenses 
amounting  to  $280. 

Jones,  who  was  drafted  in  the  eighth  round  by 
the  New  York  Jets,  said  his  attorney  has  yet  to 
work  out  the  details  of  the  agreement  with 
Todd’s  attorney;  hence,  Provo  court  records  still 
show  the  case  as  pending. 

Although  the  incident  required  Todd  to  have 
his  mouth  wired  shut  for  six  weeks,  he  said  he 
and  Jones  have  now  become  good  friends.  “I  have 
no  feelings  of  animosity  at  all,”  Todd  said.

He  says  the  sport  is  one 
of  the  hottest  new 
sports  (  around  because 
it  combines  the  thrills 
of  surfing  and  sailing. 
According  to  Williams, 
there  are  more  than  300 
surfers  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  area  who  own 
their  own  boards. 

Using  a  foam-filled, 
12-foot  surfboard  and  a 
60-square-foot  sail  at¬ 
tached  to  a  mast  on 
the  board,  the  windsur¬ 
fing  sailboards  can  slip 
through  the  water  at 
speeds  approaching  30 
mph. 

Windsurfing  is 
already  part  of  the  1984 
Summer  Olympics  and 
Williams  says  “it  could 
become  the  sport  of  the 
future. 

“It’s  a  sport  simple 
enough  to  be  done  by 
anyone  wherever  there’s 
a  body  of  water,”  he 
said.  “There  are  no  age 
limits.  If  a  windsurfer 
weighs  at  least  70 
pounds,  he  should  be 
able  to  control  the 
board. 

“Windsurfing  is  99 
percent  technique,  and 
a  sense  of  balance 
helps.  It’s  not  really 
necessary  to  have  super 
strength  and  coordina¬ 
tion,”  Williams  con¬ 
tinued.

Since  last  fall  semester,  a  total  of 
about  $23,000  has  been  allocated  by 
the  Student  Research  Fund  to  stu¬ 
dents  doing  graduate  and  under¬ 
graduate  research  at  BYU,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Robert  Hill,  director  of 
the  fund. 

$23,000  is  the  second  highest 
amount  ever  awarded  by  the  fund, 
said  Hill.  A  total  of  $25,000  was 
allocated  in  1972,  when  the  research 
fund  was  initiated.  Amounts  awar¬ 
ded  during  the  1981-82  school  year 
may  total  as  much  as  $30,000,  Hill 
said. 

According  to  Hill,  the  Student 
Research  Fund  is  unique  because  it 
serves  undergraduate  as  well  as 
graduate  students.  In  fact,  any  BYU 
student  with  a  research  idea  he 
wishes  to  pursue  may  apply  for 
money  from  the  fund. 

Hill  said  the  fund  was  established 
by  the  ASBYU  Academics  Office  to 
give  students  financial  aid  for 


research  and  publication  projects. 

He  said  interested  students  are 
required  to  submit  an  application 
explaining  their  project.  Grant 
allocations  are  given  according  to 
the  scope  of  research,  planned 
budget  and  indicated  need.  Grants 
are  awarded  in  September  and 
February. 

Hill  said  research  and  publica¬ 
tion  projects  are  being  completed  in 
almost  every  area  of  study,  many 
with  very  successful  results.  Last 
year,  10  research  fund  recipients 
published  articles  in  national  jour¬ 
nals,  he  said. 

Other  projects  supported  by  the 
fund  include  a  telephone  system 
designed  for  the  handicapped,  work 
with  Navajo  Indians  and  a  study  on 
the  health  and  nutrition  of  married 
BYU  students,  said  Hill. 

Applications  for  grants  and 
further  information  concerning  the 
Student  Research  Fund,  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  ASBYU  Academics 
Office  in  434  ELWC.

Ten  Rocky  Mountain  goats  may  be  placed  on 
Mt.  Timpanogos  in  early  July  in  hopes  that  they 
will  establish  a  population  great  enough  to  be 
hunted,  according  to  the  Utah  Division  of 
Wildlife  Resources. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  transfer  the  goats 
from  Olympic  National  Park  in  Washington,  said 
Grant  Jense,  big  game  coordinator  for  the  divi¬ 
sion.  The  goats  will  be  placed  on  either  Mt. 
Olympus,  near  Salt  Lake,  or  on  Mt.  Timpanogos. 

Utah  will  be  able  to  transfer  the  goats  here  due 
to  a  surplus  of  about  50  goats  in  the  Washington 
park,  he  said. 

The  last  project  of  this  kind  took  place  in  1967, 
when  six  goats  were  placed  in  the  Lone  Peak 
Wilderness  along  the  Wasatch  Front.  The  pop¬ 
ulation  there  is  now  estimated  between  50  and  70 
goats. 

“The  Eastern  Wasatch  Front  has  the  potential 
to  support  300  to  500  goats,”  said  Jense,  adding 
that  the  areas  just  south  of  Salt  Lake  and  Sandy 
are  best  suited  for  the  animals.

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Mediocre  learning 
reflects  weaknesses 
of  education  system 


The  fundamental  purpose  of  a  university  should  be  to  provide  an 
opportunity  and  atmosphere  for  learning,  as  preparation  for  employ¬ 
ment  and  life  as  a  whole.  There  are  those  who  question  how  well  that 
purpose  is  being  met  around  the  nation.  Even  at  BYU  there  are 
hints  that  problems  exist  within  the  basic  interaction  between 
teacher  and  student. 

During  this  year’s  commen¬ 
cement  at  Brown  University, 


Brown  professor  Jacob, 
Neusner  spoke  to  this  issue. 
After  telling  the  graduating 
seniors  that  the  faculty  could 
take  no  pride  in  the 
educational  achievements  the 


students  had  attained,  he  made  these  comments: 

“With  us  you  could  argue  why  your  errors  were  not  errors,  why 
mediocre  work  really  was  excellent,  why  you  could  take  pride  in 
routine  and  slipshod  presentation.  Most  of  you,  after  all,  can  look 
back  on  honor  grades  for  most  of  what  you  have  done.  So,  here 
grades  can  have  little  meaning  in  distinguishing  the  excellent  from 
the  ordinary.  .  .  . 

“For  four  years  we  created  an  altogether  forgiving  world,  in  which 
whatever  slight  effort  you  gave  was  all  that  was  demanded.  When 
you  did  not  keep  appointments,  we  made  new  ones.  When  your  work 
came  in  beyond  deadline,  we  pretended  not  to  care. 

“Worse  still,  when  you  were  boring,  we  acted  as  if  you  were  saying 
something  important.  .  .  .  When  you  tossed  on  our  desks  writing 
upon  which  you  had  not  labored,  we  read  it  and  even  responded,  as 
though  you  earned  a  response.  When  you  were  dull,  we  pretended 
you  were  smart.  When  you  were  predictable,  unimaginative  and 
routine,  we  listened  as  if  to  new  and  wonderful  things.  When  you 
demanded  free  lunch,  we  served  it.
